To see if the town will vote to allow any board or 
officer in charge of a department of the Town to, with the approval 
of the Selectmen, sell any personal property of the Town within the 
possession or control of the Department, which has become 
obsolete or is not required for further use by the department and 
which does not, in the opinion of the Selectmen, exceed $500.00 in 
value in accordance with Chapter 40, Section 21, General Laws, or 
take any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the town will vote to amend Chapter 71 
of the General Laws by inserting after section 71E the following: 
Section 71F. In any city or town which accepts this section, all 
monies received by the School Committee as tuition payments for 
nonresident students and as state reimbursements for students 
who are foster care children shall be deposited with the treasurer of 
the town or city and held as separate accounts. The receipts held in 
such a separate account may be expended by said school committee 
without further appropriation for expenses incurred in providing 
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education for such nonresident students or for such students who 
are foster care children, notwithstanding the provisions of section 
fifty-three of chapter forty-four. A city or town may appropriate 
funds for expenses incurred in providing education for such non 
resident students or for such students whoare foster care children, 
which funds shall be expended by the school committee in addition 
to funds provided from other sources. (R) 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the town shall sign a contract with the 
County of Franklin, authorizing the County to negotiate a regional, 
twenty-year solid waste disposal contract with HERCO or other 
facility outside the County. (NO ACTION) 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
following amendment to the Franklin County Technical School 
District: Whereas the Town of Leyden has expressed a desire to 
vote on the question of becoming a member of the Franklin County 
Technical School District, therefore, in accordance with Section X 
of the Franklin County Technical School District Agreement, the 
Agreement dated September 4, 1974, as amended, is hereby 
amended for the third time. First, by deleting the first sentence of 
the introductory paragraph of the Agreement, and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 


This Agreement is entered into pursuant to Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, as amended, between and among 
the towns of Bernardston, Buckland, Colrain, Conway, Deerfield, 
Erving, Gill, Greenfield, Heath, Leyden, Montague, New Salem, 
Northfield, Shelburne, Sunderland, Warwick, Wendell, and Whate- 
ly, herinafter sometimes referred to as the member towns. 


Second, by inserting after Section XVI of the Agreement the 
following section: 


Section XVII Admission to the Town of Leyden. 


Upon acceptance of this Amendment #3 to this Agreement by 
each of the member towns, prior to July 1, 1985, and upon 
acceptance of the entire Agreement, as so amended by the Town of 
Leyden, prior to July 1, 1985, the Town of Leyden shall become a 
member of the District subject to the following terms: 
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A. Buy In Cost 


Upon its admission as a member town, the Town of Leyden shall 
agree to pay to the District the sum of $67,387.50 as its Buy-In 
Cost, as determined by the District Committee. Said Buy-In Cost is 
to be pro-rated as follows: 


1. Operating Buy-In Cost $24,576.57 
2. Capital Buy-In Cost 37,410.93 
3. Transportation Buy-In Cost 5,400.00 

$67,387.50 


The total Buy-In Cost may be paid in five (5) equal installments of 
$13,475.50 on or before the following dates: 


Payment No. 1: June 30, 1985 $13,475.50 
Payment No. 2: June 30, 1986 13,475.50 
Payment No. 3: June 30, 1987 13,475.50 
Payment No. 4: June 30, 1988 131475:50 
Payment No. 5: June 30, 1989 13})475.50 


B. Apportionment of Capital and Operating Costs for FY 1986 

Upon its admission the Town of Leyden hereby also agrees to 
include in the Town Warrant for its 1985 Annual Town Meeting a 
provision for the appropriation of $15,180.34, being its share of the 
apportioned capital ($1,713.65) and operating ($13,466.69) costs of 
the District for the Fiscal Year beginning July 1, 1985, said amount 
to be paid to the District in accordance with the provisions of 
Section IV (G) of the Agreement. 


C. Leyden Representative on District Committee 

Within ten (10) days following its admission to the District, the 
Moderator of the Town of Leyden shall appoint one (1) Leyden 
representative to the District, comprising its total eligible represen- 
tative entitlement, to serve until June 30, 1986. Thereafter, the 
Moderator from the Town of Leyden shall appoint the Leyden 
District Representative as provided in Section I (c) of the District 
Agreement. (R) 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to dispose of the Highway Department’s 1967 Ford 
Sander, or take any other action relative thereto. (R) 
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ARTICLE 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds, borrow, or otherwise 
provide the sum of $755.50 as Whately’s share of Frontier’s share of 
a computer for Administrative/business systems, or take any other 
action relative thereto. (Not Recommended) 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up attested 
copies thereof at Whately Town Hall and Post Office and General 
Store in said Town, seven days at least before the time of holding 
said meeting.

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Statement of 
Finance Committee 


The Finance Committee wishes to bring to the attention of all 
appointed and elected officials and the voters of Whately, that the 
total 1985-1986 Fiscal Budget increased by 8.1% over the Fiscal 
1984-1985 Budget. 


Because of the large increase in spending betweeen Fiscal 1984- 
1985 and Fiscal 1985-1986, the town has had to consume 68.5% of 
it’s free cash and all of the accumulated interest from the 
Stabilization Fund. 


Everyone should be aware that proposition 2% allows the town to 
increase it’s revenue through taxation by a maximum of 24% per 
year. As you will see when reviewing the town report, many of the 
department budgets were level funded and many increased by less 
than 3% over the previous fiscal year. 


The Finance Committee is requesting from all appointed and 
elected officials that when preparing the Fiscal 1986-1987 Budget, 
you stay within the confines of proposition 2%. 


If the town’s Fiscal 1986-1987 Budget does not stay within the 
confines of proposition 24% we are heading for serious financial 
problems.

We are still working on the water situation. Since the day in May 
when an emergency meeting of the board was held in the West 
Whately Cemetery to declare a state of emergency in the town so 
that the National Guard would bring in water tanks to make water 
available in the contaminated sections, many hours have been 
logged by many people. Town meeting in April established a 
committee to study the water in town. This committee has worked 
hard and deserves a lot of praise for its efforts. We look forward toa 
solution for our affected areas in town in the near future. 


Northeast Utilities has installed new street lights. Less energy is 
required to illuminate our streets and enhance the town. 


We are grateful to the Fire Departments that answered the 
Mutual Aid Call and came to town to assist fighting the fire at the 
Whately Inn. We are pleased that the owners of the Inn have been 
able to restore this landmark and will again feed the hungry and rest 
the tired traveler. 


We applied for a grant from the State to rebuild Chestnut Plain 
Road in the Center of town. If granted the road will be improved to 
make traveling more pleasant. 


1986 holds many unknowns. Our board anticipates an in- 
teresting and busy time schedule as we conduct the business 
necessary to keep the town rolling on.

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Report of the 
Board of Health 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


This past year has been one of numerous problems, with the 
contamination of well water becoming number one. We wish to 
thank all concerned with their help in identifying the fields where 
the chemicals had been applied. Using the Pesticide Bureau 
guidelines of 1500’ the effected areas were defined for sampling of 
the wells. The homes in such areas were identified and listed for 
testing which has been completed at this time. The State officials at 
the DEQE office feel that wells in the eastern section of town are 
potentially contaminated with either TEMIK (Aldicarb) or EDB 
(Ethylene Dibromide). The Board has met numerous times with 
officials in the DEQE office in Springfield and Whately, to define 
and seek an answer to this problem. At present the W.W.S.C. is 
working with engineers to establish a safe source of water. 
Currently the board is developing standards for the drilling and 
sealing of wells to protect our lower aquifer, which shows promise 
for anew water source. I want to thank the business establishments 
for their cooperation in removal of food stuffs that were found to 
have EDB contamination. 


We have solved 90% of our problems at the compactor, i.e.; 
unauthorized used during closed hours, with the installation of the 
fence and the semi-annual placement of containers for disposal of 
large items. 


The routine reports of dog bites, strep throat and inspection of 
septic system installations, farm camps, day camps, bed and 
breakfast establishments and restaurants have been recorded.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 
I hereby submit my report for the calendar year 1984. 


As a general rule, we believe that wood users are careful to 
maintain their stoves, furnaces, and pipes in good condition; 
however, the six chimney fires that we recorded during 1984 were 
bad ones, caused by plugged pipes or chimneys. During milder 
weather chimneys and pipes tend to build creosote more than in 
cold weather when the fire in the appliance burns hotter and 
cleaner. Again we advise all users of wood burning equipment to 
check for creosote buildup at least once a month, and clean 
completely when necessary. 


We had four structure fires during the year. Two of these were 
determined to be careless disposal of smoking materials and could 
have caused loss of life, but the occupants evacuated safely. The 
third was for smoke in a building. The fourth structure fire was 
Whately’s most serious fire in several years. On September 12 fire 
was reported at the Whately Inn. Upon arrival at the scene 
approximately five minutes after the initial call, fire and smoke 
were coming from under the eaves at the front of the building. It 
was later determined by the State Fire Marshall that a grease fire in 
the kitchen area caused the disastrous fire. Firefighters from 
Whately and eleven neighboring towns, with firefighting equip- 
ment, rescue units, and ambulances, brought and pumped water on 
the building until flames were extinguished about four and a half 
hours later. The Kloc’s are rebuilding the Inn in as near original 
architecture as possible. We are glad to have been able to save what 
we did, and wish to commend the owners for rebuilding. 


Open burning is permitted for disposal of forest debris, (brush 
only) from January 15 to about May 1. A burning permit must be 
obtained from the Fire Chief or one of his representatives. Failure 
to obtain a permit can cause detection of the fire by a State Fire 
Tower, and a report of same to the Fire Department. Response of 
men and equipment for fire suppression cost taxpayers dollars. 
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Smoke detectors save lives!! Smoke detectors should be in place 
and maintained on each floor of all residences. Priority placement 
should be (1) adjacent to sleeping quarters and (2) basements where 
heating units are in operation. Approved battery operated smoke 
detectors are acceptable in older buildings; however, law requires 
all new residences be hard wired. 


Whately’s 32 year old combination pumper 500 gallon tank fire 
truck has been repaired and is back in limited service to the Town. 
Years of use have worn the internal parts of the 500 gpm pump. The 
mechanic who did as much as possible to repair the pump has 
written me that it will pump volume but not pressure. Parts are 
almost impossible to obtain for this pump, and he feels that it has 
been rebuilt for the last time. I have reported the matter to the 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee and sincerely hope that 
plans will be made to replace this truck as soon as possible. Our first 
line truck is now ten years old, and we need to replace the old one 
and keep our equipment reliable and always available.

The Whately Fire Department if a “Volunteer” Department, 
ready to assist Townspeople 24 hours a day for fire or medical 
emergency. If you do not have telephone decals with our emergency 
number, contact one of our officers and they will see that you have 
one for each phone. To summon aid dial 665-2167. I wish to 
emphasize that if you must dial the operator instead, be sure to give 
the name of the Town. This is necessary, because we do not have 
local telephone offices. We recommend that you also give street 
number, telephone number and have light on a porch or a person at 
the street side to assist us in locating you. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my officers, members of 
the Whately Fire Department and their wives, neighboring towns 
in Tri-State Mutual Aid (especially for the Inn fire), all Emergency 
Medical Technicians who have responded in all kinds of weather, 
day and night, this past year. All who give of their time and effort 
make our Town a more desirable place to live.

Mr. Skroski and Mrs. Gorey accompanied the sixth grade class to 
Nature’s Classroom at West Swansey, NH. Funding for this 
program was provided from fund raising activities sponsored by the 
parents of grade 6.

SPECIAL EDUCATION 
Mrs. Janice K. Lachowetz—Director of Special Education 


Special Education programming continues to serve students in 
grades K-6 and those who are age three through twenty-one. 
Services are provided in the following areas: Speech and Language 
Development; Learning Disabilities; Cognitive Development; 
Emotional and Physical Impairments; and Developmental Delays. 


The Whately Elementary Schools have two Special Education 
teachers; Ricki Newman-Benzie, Resource Room teacher and Mary 
Rearick, Self-Contained classroom teacher, who provide direct 
services to students who have individualized education plans. Mrs. 
Newman-Benzie and Mrs. Rearick also serve as Evaluation Team 
Chairpersons for Whately and are involved in the identification, 
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referral and evaluation process for Chapter 766. They also consult 
with regular education teachers and parents. The Team includes 
the Director of Special Education who approves all special education 
programs and prototypes. 


Other Special Education staff serving the Whately Elementary 
Schools on a part-time basis are: Thema Williams, Speech 
Pathologist; Gerald Levine, School Psychologist; Sue B. Hagberg 
Guidance Counselor; Wendy Taylor-Jourdian, Occupational 
Therapist; Debbie Gibson, Physical Therapist. Nancy Hellen is an 
instructional aide in the self-contained class. Alice Maiewski, R.N., 
the school nurse and Dennis Rosen, M.D., the school physician 
serve on the Evaluation Team. Dr. John Lambdin, Consulting 
Psychologist, who has been appointed under the PL 94-142 Federal 
Grant, is available to work with students, parents and faculty 
regarding behavior management, individual and family counseling 
and program implementation. 


In Whately, Chapter 766 has accomplished its major objective, 
making a range of appropriate special education services available to 
all handicapped youngsters from age three to age twenty-one. 
Through the consistent effort and liaison work of the Principal, Mr. 
Donald Skroski and the entire school staff, we maintain successful 
programming for all students. 


CLOSING REMARKS 


No higher endeavor exists than that of properly preparing our 
young people for a world ever increasing in both opportunity and 
complexity. The Town of Whately can take pride in its school and 
the current quality of educational programs provided its children 


The high level of student achievement reflects talent, skill, and 
commitment of the part of the professional staff. Supporting this 
effort is the fine guidance and leadership provided by Mr. Donald A. 
Skroski, Principal. Appreciation also is extended to those fine 
people who support the staff through secretarial, bookkeeping, 
custodial , and cafeteria services as well as to the Parent-Teachers 
Organization (P.T.O.).

Mr. William Decker—Principal 


The staff at Frontier Regional during 1984 continued to provide 
quality education in a healthy environment—one in which students 
feel comfortable, are held accountable, accept responsibility, exhibit 
a positive attitude, and share an atmosphere of mutual respect, 
care, concern for each other and their school personnel. 


I must SALUTE and APPLAUD my former superintendent, 
Alfred J. Laude, who retired in November: 1) For the outstanding 
leadership he generated among us during his tenure. 2) For the 
faith, confidence, support which he provided to his staff. 3) For 
believing in my abilities and for giving me the opportunity to 
become Frontier’s Principal in 1981. 


Indeed Superintendent Laude was a unique individual— a leader 
who brought Frontier to the forefront as an educational institution 
AND as a place where people were given an opportunity to grow 
and share each others expertise. I truly THANK Al Laude for his 
friendship, leadership, sincerity in Frontier’s well being and for 
giving me the chance to share some of those _at- 
titudes/values/happenings with him. 


Frontier continues to actively pursue one of its goals—that of 
increasing our school—community co-operative efforts/in- 
volvements. The following efforts on behalf of Frontier’s staff were 
established during 1984 to improve/strengthen teaching and 
learning at Frontier through co-operative school—community 
ventures: 


1. Pioneer Valley Studies Program 

A $,3000.00 Carnegie Grant has given us the opportunity to 
increase the use of primary resources in our area—an outreach to 
the community—colleges, businesses, people. 
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Greenfield Community College has been working closely with us 
on this project— providing us with all the support, resources which 
they can. Several staff members have been involved in their Pioneer 
Valley Summer Institute during the past two summers. 


Our PVS project’s purpose is to: 1) establish a program to study the 
U.S. History, Literature, Civics, Geology, Art, Technology of the 
Pioneer Valley. 2) offer a Pioneer Valley Curriculum which co- 
ordinates the resources of the local area and provide learning 
opportunities outside the classroom. 


Our PVS Project’s goals will include: 1) PVS orientation for 
Gifted/Talented Program. 2) Junior-Senior research course in PVS. 
3) Special PVS units incorporated into existing courses/curriculum. 
4) Providing Field Trip experiences for students to G.C.C. or 
UMASS. 5) Inviting writers, businessmen, teachers, scientists, etc. 
to Frontier. 6) Purchasing books, reprints, geologic samples for a 
PVS Research Center. 7) Purchasing materials for a photographic 
study of the Pioneer Valley. 


2. COALITION for Improving School Effectiveness 

Frontier Regional is one of approximately twelve (12) school 
districts who has formed a partnership with the Center for 
Curriculum Studies of the School of Education, University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst. The COALITION'S purpose is “to assist 
schools to improve learning for all students.” 


3. Library—Media Exchange Program with Deerfield Academy 
Frontier students (Grades 10-12) are allowed to use the resources 
of Deerfield Academy’s library and visa versa. 


4. Career Motivation Program (Northeast Utilities) 

Northeast Utilities exposes our FRS students to a variety of 
career opportunities. The objective of the program is to en- 
courage/motivate students to prepare themselves for jobs at all 
levels of entry. The Career Motivation Program used in our Grade 
8 Social Studies classes helps to build a bridge between “school 
today and meaningful jobs tomorrow.” 


5. Junior Achievement: PROJECT BUSINESS Program 

This program brings area professional/business people into our 
classrooms. Project Business Teams (consultants and teachers) 
have combined to create a successful learning experience for 
students. 
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6. ADOPT-A-SCHOOL PROGRAM 
This Program continues as an attempt by FRS to solicit a variety 
of community involvements with Frontier and its student body. 


7. Lawyers/Teachers in Partnership 

This FRS Program is being planned for the 1984-85 school year. 
The focus is to make law understandable and respectable for our 
young people through having Franklin County lawyers team with 
our FRS teachers in classroom discussions/presentations. 


1984 saw Frontier Regional School begin its twenty-ninth year. 
Many positive additions/revisions/continuations to both our 
curricular and co-curricular programs were initiated. The following 
is asummary of many of these staff, program additions/revisions: 


A. Federal/State Project Grants—the following Grants have been 
awarded to Frontier for the 1984-85 school year. These grants have 
been accomplished/funded through projects written by staff 
members: 


1. Carnegie Grants Program for High School Improvement 
($3,000.00) 

This funding will be used to develop a Regional Studies Program 
at Frontier Regional School. Frontier will establish a program to 
study the U.S. History, Literature, Civics, Geology, Art and 
Technology of the Pioneer Valley (The Connecticut River Valley in 
Franklin, Hampshire and Hampden Counties). We will develop a 
Pioneer Valley curriculum which will co-ordinate the resources of 
the local area and provide learning opportunities outside the 
classroom. 


2. Business Department’s Grant—“Computers: Expressway to the 
Future” ($4,608.00) 

This funding from the Division of Occupational Education will 
enable us to increase our micro-computer capabilities and instruc- 
tional potential for our business education students. 


3. Chapter 1 ($4,579.00) 

This project has enabled us to employ Mrs. Mary Lou Forbes as a 
remedial reading/math instructor for the 1984-85 school year (4 
hours a day for 160 days) to work with selected students in Grades 7 
and 8. 


of 


4. Chapter 2 ($5,549) 

This project has enabled us to purchase additional micro- 
computer equipment and software for school-wide use. These 
funds make it possible for us to complete our Computer Lab course 
needs as well as making micro-computers available in our Media 
Center. 


B. Personnel Changes 
1. Richard A. Plimpton became our Superintendent of Schools in 
November. 


2. Mrs. Judith Pool: French teacher. Mrs. Pool replaced Miss 
Catherine Peterson who retired in June after forty-one (41) years as 
a teacher—38 of those years at Deerfield High and Frontier 
Regional. 


3. Mrs. Nancy Fonseca: Art teacher. Mrs. Fonseca has replaced 
Mrs. Clark who had replaced Mrs. Barbara Bazarian. Mrs. Bazarian 
resigned due to her husband’s employment transfer to the Boston 
area. Mrs. Bazarian was Frontier’s art teacher for ten (10) years. 


4. Mrs. Barbara Carme/Mrs. Carole Pay: Home Economics 
teachers. Both were appointed as permanent substitutes for Mrs. 
Christine Sweklo who is on leave of absence. Mrs. Sweklo replaced 
Ms. Noreen McNeece in January 1984. Ms. McNeece resigned due 
to her husband’s employment transfer to Dallas, Texas. 


C. Program/Curriculum Area Changes/Revisions 

1. Course additions: 1) Music Department offerings include a 
semester course in “Learning to Read Music.” 2)German 1 has been 
included in our Foreign Language Department’s offerings. 


2. Peer Education Program continues during the 1984-1985 
school year. 1) 16 members of the Class of 1985 are presently in the 
program. 2) 20 members of the Class of 1986 are presently being 
trained by the Beacon Clinic staff. 


3. Values/Study Skills Program for Grade 7 students has been 
continued during the 1984-85 school year. 1) Grade 7 students hold 
weekly meetings in small groups with Mrs. Mary Ellen Warchol, 
guidance counselor. 2) investigation/discussion of issues to help 
insure that the youngsters have a smooth transition from Grade 6 
to Grade 7 are covered. 3) identification of students needing more 
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specific instruction in Study Skills is made and student schedules 
are altered. 


D. Building Improvements 
1. Painting of Veterans’ Memorial Gymnasium—This was the 
Class of 1984’s gift to the school. 


2. Painting of several corridor areas. 
3. Replacement of various classroom ceiling and/or floor tiles. 
4. Asbestos Removal Project was completed. 


E. Community Organizations/Support 

1. Deerfield VFW purchased the following for FRS: 1) $750.00 
worth of library books for our Media Center. 2) Otoscope/Throat 
Illuminator equipment for our Health Office. 


2. Deerfield Police Relief Association funded $300.00 for the 
Beacon Clinic’s training sessions for our Peer Education Program. 


Parents Sports Booster Club continues its fund-raising projects 
in support of Frontier’s Athletic Program. They sponsor bake sales, 
raffles, tag sales, auctions, Christmas tree sales, etc. Money raised 
by the Boosters Club has been used to purchase athletic equipment 
for teams, team uniforms, team signs and banners; organize/fund 
team banquets; supply total athletic department needs—portable 
bleachers, PA system, first aid kits, etc. The primary goals of the 
CLUB are to build/encourage school spirit, support the athletes, 
and encourage other parents to become involved. 


ATHLETICS 


Frontier’s REDSKINS during 1984 continued to bring positive 
pride and recognition to their school and communities through 
their athletic achievements. 


*Field Hockey—FRS was league champion and Western Mass. 
runner-up. 

*Cross Country—Girls’ Team enjoyed a successful 7-1 season. 

*Basketball—Girls’ Team was league champion and Western 
Mass. runner-up. Boys’ Team won its division championship and 
was a Western Mass. semi-finalist.

*Wrestling—Phil Rocasah won the Western Mass. Division 2 
Heavyweight Championship. 

*Track—Girls’ Team was league champions with an 8-0 record. 

*Baseball—Finished second in its league and qualified for the 
Western Mass. Tournament. 

*Softball— Qualified for the Western Mass. Tournament. 


Many of our athletes represented Frontier on their league and 
Western Mass.

SPECIAL EDUCATION 
Mrs. Janice K. Lachowetz—Director of Special Education 


Special Education programming continues to serve students in 
grades seven through twelve or through twenty-one years of age 
who need services which include the following: Speech and 
Language Development; Learning Disabilities; Cognitive Develop- 
ment; Emotional and Physical Impairments; and Developmental 
Delays. 


Frontier Regional School has two resource rooms and a self- 
contained class for students with substantial development delays. 
Four special education teachers provide direct services to students 
who have individualized educational plans. Margaret Doyle, 
Kathleen Sheehan, Ruth Bohrer and Alice Byron are also involved 
in the identification, referral, and evaluation process for Special 
Education Students. Dorothy Fifield is an instructional aid in the 
self-contained classroom. They also consult with regular education 
teachers and parents. The Team also includes the Special Education 
Director who approves all special education programs and 
prototypes. 


Other Special Education staff serving Frontier on a part-time 
basis are: Gerald Levine, School Psychologist; Thema Williams, 
Speech Pathologist; Wendy Taylor-Jourdian, Occupational 
Therapist; Debbie Gibson, Physical Therapist; Eleanor Taylor, R.N. 
and Dennis Rosen, M.D., the School Physician also serve on the 
Evaluation Team. Dr. John Lambdin, Consulting Psychologist, who 
has been appointed under the PL 94-142 Federal Grant, is available 
to work with students, parents, faculty and administrators 
regarding behavior management, individual and family counseling 
and program implementation. 


The consistent support and liaison work of the Principal, Mr. 
William Decker, and Assistant Principal, Mr. Richard Smith, and 
the school staff, encourages continued successful programming for 
all students.

Frontier Regional School District is indeed fortunate to have a 
professional staff committed to providing the highest levels of 
educational programming and opportunities for its students. This 
report reflects a comprehensive program which attempts to 
prepare our young people to live happily and productively in an ever 
changing, more complex world. 


The highest praise is due Mr. William Decker, Principal of 
Frontier and an exceptionally effective school administrator, and 
his fine staff for their professional expertise and effort. Evidence of 
this is seen in the initiative shown in the writing of grants which 
touched on anumber of subject areas and further served to enhance 
and enrich the curriculum. Gratitude is expressed to those fine 
people working in the essential areas of secretarial, bookkeeping, 
custodial, and cafeteria services. Also, the support of parents, local 
businesses, the Frontier Booster’s Club, and others have assisted in 
meeting specific needs throughout the year. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Hollingsworth, Administrative Assistant, and 
Mrs. Janice Lachowetz, Director of Special Education, are recogniz- 
ed and appreciated for the energy, knowledge, and experience they 
bring to their positions in support of the Frontier programs. 


Without exception, School Committee members have given 
extensive time and energy to fulfill the range of committee 
responsibilities for providing the best educational programs 
possible. Serving on a School Committee is one of the most 
important forms of public service and Frontier is fortunate to have 
the cooperative, competent individuals currently on the committee. 


It has been my good fortune to have followed Superintendent 
Alfred J. Laude, for it is readily apparent that Frontier Regional 
School has benefitted from the vision and strong purpose Mr. 
Laude brought to his nine years as superintendent. 


In conclusion, I believe the Frontier Regional School District 
represents a quality of educational standard that all member towns 
can take pride.

Annual Report of the Superintendent-Director 
Calendar Year January 1, 1984 to December 31, 1984 


I am pleased to submit my ninth annual report of the 
administration of the Franklin County Technical School. As in my 
previous reports, I will briefly report only on those significant 
events that have contributed to our school’s growth and progress 
during this past year. 


The student enrollment decreases which have been in evidence in 
the nation, state, and county high schools for the past three years, 
has finally materialized in the Tech School enrollment. Although 
the decline in high school age students will continue to be 
pronounced for at least four more years, the Franklin County 
Technical School will continue to maintain very acceptable student 
loads. 


This is due to the fact that the non-district towns are continuing 
to send a large number of tuitioned students to our school. Also, the 
percentage of enrollment decline in the county’s high schools 
appears to be offset by acontinuing increased percentage of District 
student applications.

As in every year since this school’s opening, perhaps the most 
serious problem facing this School District is the major handicap of 
attempting to establish educationally sound and fiscally responsive 
operational budgets nearly two years in advance of the expenditure 
calendar for those budgets. This difficulty is compounded by the 
fact that nearly fifty percent of the cost of every regional school 
budget is borne by state reimbursements. When, as it often 
happens, the state changes reimbursement projections, after local 
budgets have been finalized, the results are destructive to effective 
budget analysis and management. 


Although there have been no major curricular changes during 
this past year, this administration and our faculty began a major 
review of all subject areas relative to their status in our revised basic 
skills testing and remediation program. In addition, recent changes 
in our high school graduation requirements will soon lead to 
curricular reorganization in the areas of Mathematics, Science, and 
English. 


As in the past, a large number of community service projects 
were completed by our school production shops. The annual house 
building project (being built this year in Millers Falls) is our major 
project, however. a large number of District towns benefitted from 
the skills of our student body. 


The Tech School continues to receive a large and varied number 
of federal grants allocated to curricular improvement. The school 
receives in excess of two hundred thousand dollars in direct grant 
dollars to assist us in developing a large number of vocational and 
special education programs. Furthermore, a number of our area 
businesses and industrial firms donated valuable materials, 
equipment, and services to our school. 
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Our work experience and cooperative work programs continue 
to be very effective job placement vehicles for the Tech School 
student. As of September 1984, our Senior placement record was as 
follows:

This placement record represents the single best placement year 
in the school’s history; special credit for this record must be given to 
the school’s vocational placement counselor, Mrs. Gloria Bean. 


As in my previous annual reports, I would like to conclude by 
expressing my gratitude to the entire educational community at the 


Tech School. 


Since a new Superintendent-Director, Mr. David Filkins, will 
become the new chief executive officer upon my retirement form 
this School District, this will be my final report. It has been a 
privilege, a pleasure, and an honor to serve this School District for 
the past nine years. I am indebted to our parents, county residents, 
business, industrial, and educational benefactors for their signifi- 
cant assistance and generosity during my tenure. 


Finally, Mr. Chairman, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
to you and your District Committee. Your solid support, 
encouragement, and confidence in my administration of this fine 
school has truly been a hallmark of excellence in my thirty years of 
education. 


I extend the best of good wishes and encouragement to Mr. 
Filkins and the entire school community for the enriching years 


ahead.
